Man sentenced 
to serve 25 to 
40 years in 
prison for 
killing brother

A 72-year-old Frederic man, who was 
convicted by a jury in January for shooting 
and killing his brother, was found in con- 
tempt of court for misrepresenting his 
assets before being sent to prison. 

46th Circuit Court Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy sentenced Paul Barry Easterle to 
serve 25 years to 40 years in prison in 
Crawford County District Court on 
Wednesday, Feb. 21. He was also ordered 
to serve 93 days for domestic violence and 
two years and eight months to four years 
for assault with a weapon. Easterle was 
given 233 days credit for the time he has 
served in the Crawford County Jail. 

A jury convicted Easterle of the three 
charges on Jan. 24. 

Mark Easterle, 60, of Waterford, was shot 
and killed by his brother on Sunday, July 3, 
2011. 

The incident started with the brothers 
arguing over the treatment of Paul 
Easterle’s wife, who suffers from dementia. 

Mark Easterle was in Crawford County 
for the Fourth of July weekend with. his 
children and grandchildren. They went 
canoeing on the Manistee River, and were 
preparing to grill hamburgers before Mark 
was called to his brother’s home, located 
near the cabin, 

Just prior to the sentencing hearing last 
week, Grayling attorney Adam Vernon, 
Paul Easterle’s defense attorney, requested 
an additional $2,000 to $3,000, for his work 
on the case. Vernon said a typical court- 
appointed case involves just six hours of 
work. He said he put 87 and a half hours 
into Easterle’s defense. 

Murphy went back through Easterle’s 
court file to his petition filed with District 
Court Judge Monte J. Burmeister for a 
court appointed attorney. Easterle claimed 
he had “zero” assets on July 5, 201 1. 

After being put under oath and some 
badgering from Murphy, Easterle acknowl- 
edged that he owned a home, two vehicles, 
33 gold coins, 46 guns in his personal col- 
lection, plus guns he had for sale as a fed- 
eral firearms dealer. 

Murphy sanctioned Easterle with a 
$1,000 fine for contempt of court, which 
will be paid to the law firm of Carey and 
Jaskowski, where Vernon is employed. 

“Don't play games with me Mr. Easterle,” 
Murphy said from the bench. 

Vernon requested Murphy to keep 
Easterle’s sentence at the low-end of the 
sentencing guidelines since he had had no 
previous criminal history.

Compo. 

The District Health 
Department #10 Offices 
will be moved from their 
current location at 503 
Meadows Drive, to the 
new location. 

Linda Van Gills, the 
chief health officer for 
District Health Department 
#10, has been working 
with the county officials 
over the past couple of 
years to find a new home 
for the facility. The agency 
needs more space for staff, 
storage, patient areas and 
when they offer multiple 
clinics on the same day. 

Currently, the office 
building houses the 
Natural Resources 
Commission — Services, 
which is a federal agency. 
Compo said the agency, 
which had just two 
employees in Grayling, has

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
fired off a resolution to 
protest a proposed state law 
that would subject govern- 
mental units to pay fuel 
taxes. 

State Rep. Rick Olson, 
R-Saline, has authored a 
state bill to revise the 
Michigan Fuel Tax Act. 

The main purpose of the 
legislation is to raise state 
taxes from the current rate 
of 19 cents per gallon for 
gasoline to 28.3 cents. The 
current rate of 15 cents fora 
gallon of diesel fuel would 
also be raised to 28.3 cents. 

The bill also proposes to 
eliminate exemptions from 
paying fuel taxes for entities 
including state agencies, 
political subdivisions of the 
state, educational institu- 
tions and community action 
agencies. 

The county board, at its 
regular meeting last week, 
directed Crawford County

MOST POLITICAL attention 
across the country these days cen- 
ters on the Republican struggle to 
anoint a candidate for the unenvi- 
able task of trying to defeat a sit- 
ting Democratic president in 
November.

Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette Ayers 
said he believed Easterle 
should serve life in prison, 
but said the sentencing 
guidelines were appropri- 
ate, since there will be a 10- 
year review given to 
Easterle for parole. 

“The thing that bothers 
me the most is he has never 
acknowledged any wrong- 
doing whatsoever,” Ayers 
said. 

Ayers was successful in 
getting the amount of resti- 
tution paid to Mark 
Easterle’s estate up to 
$23,279.28, which is cov- 
ered in a provision of 
Michigan Crime Victim’s 
Rights Act that allows fines 
to be triple when there is a 
death, 

“His brother and that 
family were devastated,” 
Ayers said. “It blows me 
away that he has shown no 
remorse whatsoever. He’s 
just cold as ice about it.” 

Rachel Bloodworth, 


Mark Easterle’s daughter, 
also noted that Paul has 
never shown any sorrow for 
taking the life of a beloved 
father and grandfather, 

“Since you’ve asked for 
no forgiveness - you'll never 
find any,” Bloodworth said, 
“Even if you said those 
words now, it’s too late, 
because of all of your 
actions, all of your lies and 
all of your argumentative- 
ness shows you don’t 
understand and you don’t 
care.” 

Easterle had little to say 
on his behalf. 

“There's no point, your 
honor,” he said. 

Murphy said: the entire 
incident was senseless, 
before ordering Easterle to 
return to the Crawford 
County Jail. 

“I know you are old, but 
you didn’t commit the 
crime of a 72-year-old, you 
committed the crime of a 
punk, and you need to be 
sentenced for that,” Murphy 
said.

THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1972, AS AMENDED. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH BRANCH, CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN 


ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Agency Designated. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Section
